12 Noon Classes 
Attract 380 
Trojans 


To accommodate 380 pupils who, 
because of after-school jobs or other 
outside activities, or because they 
like to sleep an hour later in the 
morning, requested some system 
whereby they could spend their com- 
pulsory six hours in school and yet 
be dismissed early, 12 noon-hour 
classes run from 11:30 to 12:30 daily. 

“We like to make things as easy 
as possible for the kids,” Principal S. 
H. Lyttle explained, “and it really 
doesn’t make any difference to us. 
Instructors teaching noon-hour class- 
es do so of their own volition. The 
plan for their time off is the same as 
that arranged for the pupils, except 
that they may have free any hour 
that they wish.” 

Hills Began Last Year 

Arthur Hill had a noon-hour class 
system last year, though it differed 
from the double lunch period. now 
employed. Under this year’s plan, 
one group has lunch from 11:30 a.m. 
to 12:00, and then a noon-hour class 
until 1:00. The second group attends 
classes from 11:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., 
with the ensuing half-hour for lunch, 

“Arthur Hill can have such a plan 
because of her cafeteria,” Mr. Lyttle 
continued. “We could do the same if 
we had the equipment. But our plan 
has been satisfactory so far, except 
in the case of a few pupils who have 
returned to school before 12:30 and 
loitered in the halls. We must ‘put 
the screws’ on such people!”

Get Service 


Not to all pupils but only to those 
36 whose parents are especially in- 
terested and request it, will Sagi- 
naw’s new report go this semester, 
Principal S. H. Lyttle announces. 

In the adjoining column will be 
found a replica of the substitute 
for the old report card. The central 
idea of the new report, Principal 
Lyttle points out, is a shift of em- 
phasis from a mark to three simple 
yet vital elements: the amount of 
work one does, the quality of that 
work, and the manner in which it 
is done. 

The new report indicates the 
amount of work by a simple graph 
and percentage easily understood. 
It likewise indicates the quality of 
work. 

Extension of Present Plan 

The third factor, manner, is an 
extension of the plan used in the 
present report card, as seven of the 
qualities listed: accuracy, attitude, 
cooperation, industry, persistency, 
punctuality, and reliability already 
are part of the standard report card. 

Instructors are not expected to 
check all qualities under the man- 
ner in which the pupil does his work, 
but they’ll indicate those which they 
have observed need improvement. 
For instance, if a mother finds her 
daughter’s punctuality checked by 
five persons, it is evident that both 
parent and teacher need to work in 
helping the girl to develop that qual- 
ity. 

Co-operate with Parents 

This report is in the early stages 
of development and Principal Lyttle 
is requesting the small group of in- 
terested parents to meet with him 
at the end of the semester: to revise, 
improve and evaluate it. If desir- 
able, the use of the report will be 
extended.

No Junior Highs 

Except that they are more diffi- 
cult, German educational institutions 
resemble our own very much, accord- 
ing to Ursula. Elementary schools 
consist of four or five grades, while 
junior and senior highs are combined, 
eliminating our corresponding junior 
high entirely. And German children 
must buy their own books, paper and 
pencils. 

Eighth Grade “Tough” 

Proving that schools abroad are 
more difficult, Ursula named French, 
German, biology, singing, orchestra, 
history and gym as eighth grade sub- 
jects, while ninth graders could elect 


any of these plus Latin and geometry, 


and tenth graders could elect any of 
these and English. 


And students must wait longer for 
a reward for good work, as report 
cards, in the form of books contain- 
ing two pages — one for each se- 
mester — are issued only three or 


four times a year. Ursula was glad to 


discover that American schools use 
the same system of marking as Ger-

many’s; that is, A’s and B’s. 
No Self Government, Clubs 

There is no form of student gov- 
ernment; and no clubs, such as those 
we have here—or school papers—are 
sponsored or allowed. In fact, Ursula 
was surprised by the friendships 
which exist between boys and girls 
here, for boys don’t date girls in 
Germany until they become 18. 

Ursula lists two sports, football 
and track, in which German boys ex- 
cel. Contrary to belief here in Amer- 
ica, she assured the reporter that 
none of the students at her school, 
girls or boys, was subjected to mili- 
tary training of any kind. 

Oh, Those Long Vacations 

Ursula usually attended school 
from March to June, with vacation 
’til October, returning then to attend 
’til Christmas, when vacation con- 
tinued ’til March. In summer, she 
tells of vacations spent in hiking and 
bike-riding, for most German fami- 
lies do not own cars. 

“German girls,’ says Ursula, 
“don’t grow up as quickly as Ameri- 
cans. They don’t have permanents, 
or begin to use make-up until they 
are 18. Wearing braids or short hair 
is naturally very popular. They do 
wear about the same clothes as girls 
do here, though.” 

Ursula pleads ignorance as to gov- 
ernmental affairs in Germany, as she 
was only 12 when she left that coun- 
try; but she saw Hitler once when he 
stopped in Breslau to speak. He im- 
pressed her greatly, she tells us, not 
so much by his speech as by his ab- 
normally loud speaking voice and by 
his frenzied gesticulating.
